Nevertheless, one wonders... We rarely play a postal game with the idea that every last possible 
effort will be eOQanded to win, or that the gas* is some battleground in which our ago aust 
inevitably triuapho Let»s face it, we don't write half the letters we should, for the 
optlm playing power, nor, a> we alt up particularly lata at night oom fwtln g strategies. 
Now. the term "rating system" ought properly to be asnlied to orates** where the real worth 
of the players involved is to be M e asur e d .., 

An interesting aspect to the tootles ef the game of aiploaacy Is the possibility of the 
positioning of a adnority of waits an the board in stub a Banner that no po s si b l e of brt n a t ion 
by the reoa tiring majority of- units asm redoes it. 

Thia possibility reflects on the victory criterient a victory is assigned to the player who 
hasthe majority of units because it is asmumed that this player always will be able to press on 

to conquer the entire board. 

Actually, real-life countries don't fight 
exactly the way our Dlplomaey-natens do: 
battles are fought at the frontiers, and 
if those be decisive, the entire nation 
falls, barring the possibility of a 1»- ^ 
seals Guerilla campaign, sow, on this^ 
basis, Victory ought to bo awarded on a 
combination of materia l ■m or a l e f actors- 
The victor would have to be conceded such 
by all the players left in the gaae. 

This would obviat*$he need for a special 
Fortress-Victory criterion; however 9 the 
f at tr e e s situation actually would seem to 
bo rare enough that our ma jority-of -units 
rules are still valid for mil practical 
games.
